Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I herewith  present  my  Annual  Report  on  the  health 
of  the  Urban  District  for  the  year  1955.  i 

One  noteworthy  feature  of  the  vital  statistics  is 
the  infantile  mortality  rate  of  8 per  1,000  births.  This 
must  be  one  of  the  lowest  ever  recorded  in  any  urban 
or  other  local  authority  area.  In  actual  figures  this  rep- 
resented one  infant  death  in  the  119  births  notified. 

The  notifications  of  infectious  disease  are  again 
low.  Dronfield  generally  seems  to  escape  the  major 
epidemics.  I have  heard  a claim  that  “Dronfield  get? 
air  direct  frorri  Blackpool”,  on  the  other  hand  it  will 
often  get  air  direct  from  Sheffield  so  this  can  hardly  be 
the  explanation. 

Again  I take  this  opportunity  of  thanking  my 
colleagues  and  the  Council  for  their  help  and  .support 
during  the  year.

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SOCIAL  CIRCUMSTANCES. 


There  continues  to  be  full  employment  in  the  dis- 
trict and  consequent  high  standard  of  living.  Notwith- 
standing this  the  Authority  have  had  some  trouble  with 
a few  tenants  over  rent  arrears. 


One  case  which  despite  being  given  every  chance 
of  rehabilitation  ended  in  eviction,  presented  all  the'' 
features  of  a problem  family. 

The  father  and  mother  were  both  of  a low  order 
of  intelligence.  The  man  was  a good  workman,  skilled 
at  his  own  job  and  capable  of  earning  £14  per  week. 
Unfortunately,  however,  h e would  have  long  spells  of 
idleness  with  the  result  that  rent  was  unpaid. 

This  couple  were  in  possession  of  a post-war  coun- 
cil house  with  all  modern  amenities. 

The  bedrooms  were  sparsely  furnished  and  the 
sitting-room  quite  unfurnished,  and  all  rooms  were  very 
dirty. 


In  the  unfurnished  sitting-room  were  two  prams, 
one  old  but  perfectly  sound  and  usable,  the  other  quite 
new;  a new  toy  tricycle  and  motor  car.  The  two  latter 
items  would  cost  £10-£15,  and  the  family’s  rent  arrears 
at  this  time  were  £14. 

Such  a state  makes  one  wish  that  of  whatever  in- 
come the  family  receive,  enough  to  pay  rent  could  be 
stopped  at  the  source.  This  may  sound  somewhat  high- 
handed. but  it  would  ensure  that  the  likelihood  of  evic- 
tion was  remote. 


Eviction  can  mean  the  break  up  of  the  family  and 
the  children  being  put  in  the  care  of  the  Authority,  which 
in  some  cases  may  be  the  best  thing  for  the  children, 
but  in  many  cases  it  means  that  the  family  will  find 
alternative  accommodation  of  a very  inferior  sort  with 
overcrowding  and  all  its  attendant  evils. 


HOUSING. 

Some  16  houses  were  dealt  with  by  individual  or- 
ders during  the  year;  in  1956,  however,  it  is  hoped  to 
make  a good  start  with  the  fii'e-year  programme  of 
dem.olition  of  unfit  houses. 

As  I mentioned  last  year  there  are  no  difficulties 
apart  from  the  time  required  in  preparing  the  Clearance 
Areas,  but  the  difficulty  will  be  to  balance  the  number 
of  houses  to  be  demolished  with  the  number  the  Council 
can  build,  and  at  the  same  time  cater  for  the  needs  of 
those  requiring  accommodation  because  of  overcrowding 
or  shared  accommodation. 

The  danger  of  having  too  many  houses  condemned 
before  there  is  some  chance  of  the  tenants  being  rehous- 
ed is  that  it  is  almost  impossible  to  get  necessary  re- 
pairs done,  and  on  occasions  the  tenants  are  forced  to 
live  under  most  undesirable  conditions. 


SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 

The  work  of  sewering  the  Hill  Top  district  is 
very  well  advanced  and  will  be  completed  in  1956  but, 
unfortunately,  there  are  no  signs  so  far  of  any  work 
proceeding  at  the  main  works,  which  are  seriously  over- 
loaded and  out  of  date. 
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WATER  SUPPLJES 


The  supplies  were  adequate  but  some  trouble  was 
experienced  with  sediment.'  The  trouble  was  somewhat 
exaggerated  by  the  long  drought  when,  owing  to  short- 
age of  reserves,  it  was  not  possible  to  wash  out  the 
miain  as  often  as  desirable. 


NATIONAL  ASSISTANCE  ACTS. 

One  case  was  dealt  with  under  the  emergency  , sec- 
tion of  the  1951  Act. 

This  was  a particularly  distressing  one  of  an  old 
lady  who  had  allowed  everything  to  slide  and  was  in  a 
most  pitiable  condition,  and  a nice  home  had  been  al- 
lowed to  go  to  rack  and  ruin. 


INFECTIOUS  DISEASE 


There  was  an  outbreak  of  Measles  in  the  las^" 
month  of  the  year,  131  cases  being  notified.  All  the  other 
ordinary  infectious  diseases  showed  a decrease  in  the 
numbers  notified. 


One  case  of  Poliomyelitis  was  notified  and  con- 
firmed. While  one  would  have  liked  to  have  had  a clean 
sheet  as  far  as  this  disease  is  concerned,  in  one  way 
Dronfield  escaped  lightly  compared  with  the  urban  dev- 
elopment on  the  Sheffield  boundary  further  east.

Mr  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  much  pleasure  in  submitting  to  you  fnyi 
Report  on  the  work  of  the  Health  Department  dur-i 
ing  the  year  1955. 


HOUSING. 

Section  1 of  Housing  Repairs  and  Rents  Act,  1954 
required  Local  Authorities  to  submit  to  the  Minister  its 
proposals  in  respect  of  houses  within  its  area  for  inclus- 
ion in  Clearance  Areas;  the  way  is  therefore  opened  up 
for  the  commencement  of  removal  of  bad  housing  from 
the  country. 

In  view  of  the  above,  a resolution  proposing  that 
198  houses  be  dealt  with  in  the  next  five  years  was  ap- 
proved. 

The  same  Act  also  set  up  a standard  of  fitness  for 
houses  used  for  human  habitation:  only  time  will  prove 
the  value  of  the  standard  which,  in  my  opinion,  is  far 
too  lax. 
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A certain  slight  progress  was  made  during  the  year 
by  dealing  with  a number  of  properties  as  individual 
unfit  houses  — Section  11/1936  Housing  Act,  as  follows:—

Of  these,  5 Bullocks,  7 Heifers,  5 Cows  were  af- 
fected to  a varying  degree  with  Tuberculosis. 

7 Bullocks,  7 Heifers,  1 Cow,  19  Pigs  and  17  Sheep 
wore  affected  by  other  diseases  or  conditions. 

In  addition  to  this— one  Heifer  cai’case  was  found 
to  be  infected  with  cysticerous  bovis,  and  was  dealt  with 
by  refrigei’ation  in  accordance  with  the  recommendations 
of  Memo  3/Meat. 

A total  of  745  lbs.  of  carcase  meat  and  offals  were 
condemned  as  unfit  for  human  consumption. 


WATER  SAMPLES. 

37  Water  samples  were  submitted  for  Bacteriologi- 
cal examination. 

We  keep  getting  a number  of  complaints  of  dirty 
water  which  are  usually  cleared  up  on  report  to  the 
Water  Committee,  but  the  problem  of  tea  being  spoiled 
is  still  with  us. 


PREVENTION  OF  DAMAGE  BY  PESTS  ACT,  1949. 

All  the  Local  Authority  properties  have  been  kept 
under  close  supervision  and  various  pri,vate  premises 
were  cleared  during  the  year.  We  continue  to  remain 
free  of  any  major  troubles  in  the  district.

Eighteen  Licences  for  the  storage  of  Petroleum 
Spirit,  totalling  20,070  gallons  were  granted. 


PUBLIC  CONVENIENCES: 

I feel  I must  make  a few  remarks  on  the  above 
subject. 

The  Gentlemen’s  Urinal  situated  at  the  bottom  of 
Green  Lane  is  the  only  public  convenience  available  for 
the  general  public,  and  people  passing  through  the  town: 
it  is  a Urinal  only  and  there  is  no  W.C.  accommodation. 
The  Urinal  itself  is  a most  insanitary  and  offensive 
structure,  it  is  almost  i mpossible  to  keep  clean. 

The  accommodation  for  Ladies  is  non-existent. 
There  is,  I am  fully  aware,  a Public  Convenience  fou 
both  Ladies  and  Gentlemen  in  Cliffe  Park,  but  these 
are  not  by  any  stretch  of  imagination  of  any  use  except 
for  persons  in  or  passing  through  the  park.
